SAVED FROM GRAVE IN LAKE 
BY USING SHIRT AS FLAG. 


Edward Mendel, Artist, Found Uncon- 
scious in Water Filled Rowboat, After 
Being Blown Out to Sea While Fishing 


Edward Mendel Jr., an artist who lives 
at 823 East Forty-second place, was found 
unconecious in a rowboat, partly filled with 
water, fifteen miles out in Lake Michigan 
yesterday afternoon. 

Only by the merest accident was the young 
artist saved from drowning. James Dempsey 
and Charles McCurdy, policemen, were on 
their way to South Chicago in a police depart- 
ment motorboat when they saw the faint out- 
lines of what appeared to be a flag floating at 
the end of a pole.

They cruised 
up close to the boat and found Mendel. He 
was taken ashore, but did not revive until he 
had been given stimulants at the Thirty- 
ninth street pumping station. There he told 
his story. 

“I started out in the rowboat from Jack 
son park early in the morning, intending to 
I was out less than an hour 
when one of the oarlocks of my boat broke 
and I lost an or.

“I shouted for help, but the roar of the 
waves drowned my crits.

GEORGIA TROOPS 
FIRE ON CITIZENS 


Kill One and Wound Two Who 
Try to Break Through Au- 
gusta Strike Lines. 


CURB ON MOB VIOLENCE. 


Augusta, Ga., Sept. 27.—One citizen was 
killed, another probably fat&lly shot, a third 
less seriously injured, and a number of per- 
sons fired upon by state guardsmen called out 
late today to protect the power plant of the 
local street railway company from possible 
violence of its striking employés. 

The guardsmen were summoned when it 
was reported the plant was to be dynamited 
tonight and they hastily established a dead 
line. 

Whips Up Horse; Shot Dead. 

Alfred Dorn was killed when he and Ben 
F. Baker attempted to pass the line in a 
buggy. When challenged, Baker whipped up 
his horse and the soldiers fired. Dorn was 
shot to pieces and Baker was hit, but not 
dangerously wounded, 

Robert Christie attempted to drive through 
the lines in an automobile and it is said did 
not hear the sentry’s challenge. He had 
gone only a few feet when he was shot 
through the lungs, and at the hospital it is 
said he is not expected to live. 

Charles Wilson, his wife, and child, in an 
automobile, also were fired on, but escaped 
unhurt. Soldiers also shot at a boy on a 
motorcycle, but did not hit him. 


Thousands Rush Into Danger. 

News of the shooting spread rapidly and at- 
tracted thousands to the scene of the trouble. 
At the same time great crowds were as- 
sembling in the mill district, which was the 
scene of last night’s rioting. Just before 
dark the west end gympathizers spiked the 
long Broad street bridge. 

Although the maeemeecting called for to- 
night had been postponed because it was 
feared trouble would result, a large crowd of 
strikers and sympathizers gathered at the 
courthouse. It finally was gecided to have 
the meeting, the only result of which was the 
passage of-resolutions calling upon the gov- 
ernor to immediately withdraw the troops. 

The latest outbreak was the direct result of 
the refusal of the street railway company to 
arbitrate the troubles with the striking men. 
This was announced after it had been stated 
on behalf of the strikers that they were will- 
ing to accept arbitration. 


12,000 STRIKE AT LAWRENCE. 

Lawrence, Mass., Sept. 7.— The second 
general strike within a year began in the 
Lawrence textile mills when more than 12,000 
operatives abandoned their machines. The 
entire police force is on duty. 

The strike is a protest against the impris- 
onment of Joseph J. Ettor and Arturo Gio- 
vannitti, who were arrested during the strike 
last January on a charge of being 
to the murder of Anna Lopizzo, an oper- 
ative. 

Four milis owned by the American Woolen 
company are the most seriously affected. 


Several hundred operatives from other milie 


a'so joined the movement. 


The strike started yesterday when 2,000

operatives left the Washington mills. Lead- 
ers of the Industrial Workers of the World 
at a meeting last night counseled against a 
general strike, and today all those who 
walked out yesterday returned to work. An 
hour later they again left their machines, 
and the movement spread rapidly. 

Ettor, upon hearing of the plan to strike. 
wrote a letter urging his followers to remain 
at work until after his trial, which is to 
begin at Balem next week. 

Wiliam Yates, a national organizer of the 
Industrial Workers of the World. sent a tel- 
egram to the Chicago headquarters asking 
that William D. Haywood be sent to Law- 
rence at once to take charge of the strike. 

At the conclusion of the various meetings 
tonight it was announced the question of re- 
turning to work Monday will be decided to- 
morrow. 


No Attack on U. 8. Legation. 
BERNE, Sept. 27.—Despite reports to the 
contrary in circulation in the United States, 
no attack was made today upon the Ameri- 


can legation here by a mob which was dem- 


onstrating in sympathy. with Ettor and Gio- 
vannitti, leaders of the Industrial Workers 
of the World under arrest in Massachusetts. 

The arrest of these men was made the oc- 
caslon of a demonstration last Wednesday 
by a few hundred local Italians, who in pass- 
ing the American and Italian legations hoot- 
d several times. The demonstration was 
so inconsequential, however, that the police 
took no notice of it.

The case was a prosecution of W. D. Brick- 
er, accused of contributing to the dependency 
of hie family. It was charged that he de- 
serted his wife a year ago andeince had given 
nothing toward the support of his children. 

In the testimony it was brought out that 
Mrs. Bricker was earning $7 a week, ber son 
$12 a week and a daughter $6 a week. 

„That's $25 in all,“ said Bricker's attorney 
to Mise Rider, who was on thestand. * Don't 
you think that’s enough for the support of 
a mother and six children? 

‘Twenty-five dollare a week is not enough 
adequately to support any woman and six 
children,” replied Mies Rider, with the ge- 
cent on the adequately.”

lcHaRLES W. CURTISS IS DEAD. 


Former Professor of Ancient Languages 
in Northwestern University to Be 
Buried Tomorrow. 


Charles W. Curtiss, formerly professor of 
ancient languages in Northwestern univer- 
sity, died yesterday at his residence, 2133 
Seminary avenue. He was 82 years old and 
had lived in or near Chicago for thirty-one 
years.

the chief executive should consent to an flle- 
gal thing in order to bulld up an irresistible 
power. If it is inevitable that the govern- 
ment should yield to those powers the soener 
we know it the better. 

And I am sorry that any man who hes 
had experience in that great office should 
come out of it with that conviction. He de- 
spairs of displacing the power, and all he 
can euggest is that we try our best to make 
the trusts good, pitiful, kind, and just, by 
which we transfer our own affairs to those 
who by subtlety have combined against us.“ 


Handicap fer Roesevelt. 

The governor made several references in 
his speech to Col. Roosevelt, declaring that 
even if he were elected he would have no 
third party congress behind him. 

„He would be a lenely official,” added the 
governer; not that he minds it, because he 
finde himself in good company. But he hasn't 
even yet claimed the right to pass acte of 
congress.” 

Gov. Wilson finished a three day trip 
through New England at Bridgeport — — 
and in the score of places where he stopped 
people called him Woody, Governor,“ 
and Old Boy enough times to make him 
feel intfmate with the crowds.

OLD FEE SCANDAL REVIVED. 


Governor Promptly Replies te Charge 
of Withholding Money. 


Galesburg, III., Sept. 27.— [Special. I— What 
about that 213,000 fee? was the question 
hurled from the rear of a crowded audito- 
rlum at Gev. Deneen tonight. 

In an instant a commotion started which 
did not cease for twenty minutes, when the 
audience recognised in the questioner Cari 
Thorelius, a Lorimerite of this city. Thore- 
Hus is president of the local Lincoln league, 
which gave assistance to the Lorimer candi- 
dates through the primary and was con- 
spicuous when Lorimer made his defense 
here. The racket was so pronounced that 
Thoreliug took his seat. 

v. Deneen had completed a review of the 
administration of Gov. Altgeld, which Dunne 
had been holding up as a model. He con- 
cluded a sentence in which he said that the 
total defalcations and embezziements dur- 
ing Altgeid's administration exceeded $1,000, - 
000. He said he knew it because he had to 
presecute a number of the offenders. Then 
the demand for information about the 
$213,000 was made. 


Challenges Deneen to Answer. 

“If the gentleman will come to the plat- 
form,“ said the governor, I will give him 
the chance to make the charge, present the 
proof, and then I will answer him.”’ 

Thorelius accepted the challenge and took 
his short, stocky figure by long strides down 
the aisle amid intense silence. Taking his 
stand on the front of the platform, he yelled: 

What did you do with that $218,000 in fees 
that you took while state's attorney?’ You 
put it down your pocket and paid only a little 
of it over to the court.“ 

He then made other charges which were 
drowned in a chorus of Put him out! Put 
him out! 

Thorelius assumed a defiant attitude while 
the governor raised his hand and stilled the 
cries. 

“I want to answer these charges,“ he sald. 

He then proceeded, amid frequent interrup- 
tions by ThoreMus, to answer his charges, as 
serting that they were not raised until near 
the completion of his second term, and then 
for political effect by the crooks and their 
friends whom he had been prosecuting. 


Explanation ef the Fees, 

He explained that the fees were such as 
the law allows and represented the earnings 
on many ends of cases; that they had first 
been approved and allowed by the court end 
that he was properly entitled to them. He 
denied ever having wrongfully taken fees 
that had not been passed on and found cor- 
rect. He held up a pamphlet, said it would 
be distributed, and that it contained com- 
plete answer to the charge. 


The governor several times wasepplauded,’ 


but Thorelius persisted until the governor 
asked him if he did not support Lorimer 
and if he were not the president of the local 
Lincoln league which profaned the name of 
Abraham LdArcoln. 

Thorelius, amid a general tumult, admitted 
he supported the Lorimer ticket at the pri- 
maries. The cries to put him out became 
more pronounced, but on insistence by the 
governor he took his feat. 


Hint at Suicide Compact. 


The situation was not relieved when T. M. 
Doevgherty, @ local Democrat, arose and 
shouted: | = 

How about the Snowball Jordan suicide 
compact, which was kept qufet? 

Deneen said he did not recall the case, but 
would have it looked up and give Daugherty 
the information.

state, and county. 

Chairman Townsend then called on Mr. 
Kunz. His face showed he regretted re- 
ceiving the invitation. The big crowd of 
precinct workers and candidates who filled 
the college room at the Hotel La Salle sat 
in silence as the alderman attacked the 
Democratic national standard bearer. 


Says Wilson Must Apologize. 

„Wilson has been praised here this after- 
noon,” he began, and what has been said 
may be true, but I want to tell you that the 
Poles, Bohemians, and Italiane of Chicago 
are not for him and will not be, unless he 
apologizes to them through the press. 

“When a man comes out in a book and 
gays the Poles are of the meaner class, I and 
the people I represent, don’t feel we can sup- 
port him. Some people are trying to deliver 
this foreign vote to Wilson, but unless he 
makes many amencs it will not be his. 

„He haa not only insulted us, but the entire 
nation, as this country was made by men of 
foreign birth Would any of you Irishmen 
support him if he had said you were not as 
good as a Chinaman?

A halt 
dozen charitable organizations and the courts 
have been unable for four years to make him 
contribute. He has served a three months’ 
sentence in the bridewell, has been thrown in 
Jail, and served with court orders to no avail.

The money will not be absent long, but 
none of it will return before Oct. 2 If it 
remained here over Oct. 1 it would be in’ 
nervous dread of the tax collector. 

A law on the statute books for several years 
taxes money on deposit in the banks and 
trust companies of this state and fixes Oct. 
1 as the date on which the assessment is 
made. If a depositor has $1,000,000 to his 
credit on that day he must pay taxes on it. 
but if the money is in a New Jersey bank, or 
even a check is drawn to the credit of a 
Jersey bank, and that check deposited with 
it the tax may be avoided.

ILLINOIS 2 CENT LAW CALLED 


UNCONSTITUTIONAL BY COURT. 


Federal Decision Given in Case of Chi- 
cago, Peoria and St. Louis Road— 
Other Suits Expected. 


Springfield, III., Sept. 27.—[ Special. EIn an 
opinion handed down in the United States 
District court today the Illinois 2 cent rail- 
road fare law is held unconstitutional. The 
decision is given in the case filed by the Chi- 
cago, Peoria and St. Louis railroad company 
against the state of Illinois. 

The indications are that the decision will 
result in additional suits being filed to test 
the validity of the act. 

The opinion upholds the ruling of Master in 
Chancery Walter McClellan Allen of Spring- 
field, who held that the law was invalid. It 
is the general opinion of attorneys that the 
ruling will apply to any railroad where proof 
can be made that the operating expenses of 


the passenger department do not allow a/ 


reasonable income over the revenue of that 
department. 

The federal court issues a permanent in- 
junction restraining Attorney General Stead 
from enforcing the provision of the 2 cent act 
as regards the Chicago, Peoria and St. Louls 
railway. In addition the court holds that the 
law is confiscatory. 

The opinion was written by Judge Sanborn 
of Wisconsin and is approved by Judge J 
Otis Humphrey of Springfield and Judge

WO of the most exquisite things which 
ever came from the pen of William 
James are to be found in a siender 
booklet entitled “ON SOME OF 
LES IDEALS.” ((Henry Holt & 

Co.) Here is the modern sermon—the ser- 
mon to which the man of an outward looking 
spirit is willing to listen. It isa plea for the 
eult of understanding; or, in other words, it 
is a subtle and profoundly religious exposi- 
tion of brotherhood. 

The time is coming, and that rapidly, When 
society will find itself confronting the hideous 
chasm made by the breach of interests be- 
tween the capitalistic and the laboring 
classes, and it is no exaggeration to say that 
on each side the majority will be ‘baffied, 
wounded, and frustrated. They will find 
themselves put so far in the wrong that 
arbitration will be out of the question. Noth- 
ing but an increasing effort on the part of 
men of good will can avert a frightful—per- 
haps a world wide—tragedy. Mr. James. 
Speaking from that abounding wisdom and 
tolerance of his, makes good will seem the 
one essential thing to civilized man. If only 
one could be a righteous potentate and com- 

mand the reading of a book for the good of 
the souls of his subjects he might well choose 
this inconspicuous little book.

‘Algernon Blackwood, who wrote not long 
gince that subtle and haunting story., The 


Centaur,” has put forth a book of short 


tales called ‘“‘ PAN’S GARDEN (The Mac- 
millan company). This has to do with the 
twilight of the gods; also, or rather, with 
the forces of nature. One man is absorbed 
into the soul of trees; a woman is swept away 
by the violent and unmaterialized powers of 
ute, by the wind and sand of the desert— 
sucked up in a maelstrom, as it were, of 
whirling molecules electrified with life. Mr. 
Blackstone has the effect of writing some- 
thing more than fiction; he seems to feel 
himself upon the verge of dark and terrific 
M&scoveries, in which the old earth forces, the 
Forms of life yet unhoused in human bodies, 
menace and dominate. The effect of his 
writings upon the mind is pecullar. The 
demonolgy is of a pagan, not a Christian 
character, and it must be said that the pro- 
portions of Mr. Blackwood’s hobgoblins far 
exceed those of any invented by nervous 
monks or underfed nuns. The illustrations 
are appropriate and are well calculated to 
intensify the fine fit of horrors in which the 
book inevitably plunges the midnight reader. 
Not that “ horrors” is used opprobriously. 
There is a recondite joy to be derived from 
The reading of a ghostly tale, and there are 
Plenty who will thank Mr. Underwood for 
reviving an old and appalling variety.

“FIRES,” by Wilfred Wilson. Gibson, 
author of “Dally Bread” and Womankind.“ 
adds one more poignant plaint to the 
anguished poetry of the time“ To be sure, 
the word poetry is used with hesitation, 
for it may well be asked if even Wordsworth 
could have reconciled himself, for all of his 
literalness, to such a line as: 

‘Since Thursday he'd been working overtime.'’ 

Or: 

The biggest crane on earth, it lit 
Two hundred ton more easily 
’ Than I can lift my heavy load. 

The consensus of opinion among present 
day poets is that such lines to make poetry 
must act as a strong argument with those who 
can go no farther in the making of literature 
man the writing of pros. In each age there 
is something which needs to be said; and to 
this by divine instinct the poets turn. Only 
when they utter that needed message, and 
phrase it in appropriate words, does it satisfy 
the hearts of their readers or bring true re- 
nown to themselves. Mr. Gibson is among 
those who are sincerely speaking on behalf 
of the under peopie—the people who toll be- 
Yond their strength, and whose reward is 
meager. When one lays his book down it is 
not easy to remember any one poem, but 
a composite vi of struggling, sorrowing 
men and women, afd little, enslaved, piteous 
children, swims before the mental vision. 

Here and there a line or phrase of true 
beauty appears, but they are rare. Uplift 
ef the imagination there is none. The tone of 
the verses is gray, deepening to black. The 
world sorrow hangs over them like a heavy 
mist. Through this at long intervals a shaft 
of joy may penetrate, but it has the effect 
of deepening the gloom about it. That such 
product is one sided, limited in its expres- 
gion, the outcome of a mind of partial per- 
ception, there seems no doubt. But these 
tenebrous writers have their tremendous 
vogue, and there is, indeed, a marked tend- 
ency to celebrate them above those who 
have more talent for perceiving the mitiga- 
tions and privileges of life. (The Macmillan

Amongst these and others, choosing is im- 
possible. And the clever ones are equally 
elusive. There is the story of Romney end 
Lucinda, engaged for fifteen years and not 
speaking to each other, and their final recon- 
cillation; prim, stiff, old maidish Aunt Olivia 
and her most masculine beau, who didn't 
mind tracking in mud and scattering ashes 
about, have an amusing time, as do Miss 
Peter and her cat, caught in a smallpox quar- 
antine in the house of Abraham Alexander 
and his dog, Mr. Riley, both of whom are 
energetic woman haters. These romances 
and others resolve themeelves into charm- 
ing solutions. Altogether, the book is 80 
thoroughly pleasing and sentimenthlly 
wholesome that one wants to pass it on to 
all one’s friends and then to the whole city- 
ful and countryside. (L. C. Page company,

The story 
opens in the great Canadian northwest, but 
the scene soon shifts to the north of England, 
where many interests and a large variety of 
persons engage the reader's attention. To 
add to the intricacy of the plot, not only are 
there struggles between men, but often in one 
man conflicts between opposing inclinations. 
Like all of Bindloss’ stories, this is filled with 
action and pulsates with life, and the read- 
er's eyes are focused upon characters em- 
bodying high ideals of honor, courage, and 
uprightnessf

SIDE from some of our statesmen, no 
one offers better or more varied ma- 
terial for biograph than Mark 
Twain, and by far the most notable 
work of that kind this year is Mr. 

Albert Bigelow Paine’s ‘ BIOGRAPHY OF 
MARK TWAIN,” published by the Harpers 
in three volumes. 

As the literay executor of Mr. Clemens 
and as his constant companion for the last 
three or four years of the subject's life, Mr. 
Paine bad exceptional advantages for his 
work. The wide acquaintance, the wealth 
of stories and reminiscence, the large vol- 
umes of writings with their history, the 
thousands of correspondents—al! these fur- 
nished the material upon which he worked. 

But this very richness must have been em- 
barrassing to the biographer. Even as he 
worked it increased, and Twain went about 
daily furnishing more material. 
Paine was equal to his task of Boswell, and 
he is to be congratulated on the manner in 
which he has acquitted himself. 

The biography of Clemens may not measure 
up to the standard set by other subjects of 
like work. But Clemens eet eetandard of his 
own. - His rugged and boisterous youth and 
manhood, hie varied employments, his ad- 
ventures, his bonhomile, his picturesque per- 
sonality, the native originality of hie work, 
his struggles, success, and failures resemble 
in no particular the life events of other men. 

All this was duly appreciated by Mr. Paine, 
who brought to his task literary gifte which 
fitted him for it, but above all a broad mind- 
edness that sought out and found the good 
in Clemens and which reconciled the incon- 
sistencies and perceived the deeper motives 
of his later work. 
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In a way it is an unsparing estimate, a 
frank description of the man and his nature. 
We read a passage devoted to Clemens pro- 
fanity: 

To hear him, denounce a thing was to give one 
the fierce, searching delight of galvanic waves. 
Every characterization seemed the most perfect 
fit possible until he applied the next. And some- 
how his profanity was seldom an offense, It was 
not mere idle swearing; it seemed @iways genu- 
ine and serious, His selection of epithet. was 
always dignified and stately, from whatever 
source—and it might be from the Bible or the 
gutter. Some one has defined dirt as misplaced 
matter. It is perhaps the greatest definition ever 
uttered. It is absolutely universal in its applica- 
tion, and it recurs now, remembering Mark 
Twein'’s profanity. For it was rarely misplaced: 
hence it did not often offend. It seemed, in fact, 
the safety valve of his high pressure intellectual 
engine When he had blown off he was always 
calm, gentle, forgiving, and even tender. Once 
following an outburst he said, plecidly: 

“In certain trying circumstances, urgent cir- 
cumstances, desperate circumstances, profanity 
furnishes a relief denied even to prayer 

—— 

His goucheries are recounted here and 
there, notably his break at the Atlantic 
dinner, where he huthiMated his friends 80 
deeply, and we are told of stories, not all 


ot them, however, he wrote, grossly offending 


good taste. In this the books resembles 
Thompson's “‘ Life of Eugene Field,” but at 
heart Field and Clemens were vastly differ- 
ent, and the grossnese of the latter had a 
Rabelaisian robustness which in some ways 
redeemed it. 

One point which Mr. Paine brings out ad- 
mirably, was what might, without offense, 
be termed the gambling trait in Clemens’ 
character. Mark Twain, naturally, wae al- 


ways ready to take a change, whether it was 


a mine or a machine. When he became pros- 
perous he was beset ‘by inventors to finance 


the products of their genius. He sunk money! 


in a typesetting machine, and was rescued 
there, as elsewhere, by his friend H. H. 
Rogers. He wae saved by the same man 
from going over his head on an invention 
which was to revolutionize carpet making, 
and his investments in publishing concerns 


are well known. When, after the typesetting . 


digaster, an agent tried to sell him a book 
on inventors he wrote in reply that if it con- 
tained a recipe for exterminating the breed 
he would take nine editions—"* send them by 
express. But in a short time he was at it 
again. 
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The most beautiful thing in Clemens’ life 
was his relations with his family. A good 
son and brother, he was a splendid husband 
and father, and the fortitude with which he 
bore his many and heavy bereavements was 
excellent testimony of his philosophy. He 
was his wife’s lover from the time he first saw 
her photograph to the day when she passed 
forever from him. 

The story of Mark Twain's books, the orig - 
in, writing, and success, makes an interesting 
contribution to the history of American lit- 
erature. “Mr. Paine has told all this with 
interesting detail, accompanied by facsimiles, 
portraits, etc. * Roughing It” and Inno- 
conts Abroad,“ with all the picturesque orig- 
inals, form long chapters in Mr. Paine's book, 
and so do Tom Sawyer,“ Huckleberry 
Finn and his still later stories and plays. 

Due emphasis is given to Clemens’ whole- 
hearted espousal of men and: measures in 
politics, of his crusade against Belgian Con- 
goism, of his excursions into theological 
ground, his attack on Christian Science, and 
-his attempts at philosophical writing. There 
were deeps to his nature which he himself 
was not fully able to plumb.

In writing ‘CATHERINE SIDNEY” 
(Longman, Green & Co.) Mr. Francis Deming 
Hoyt with great fervor has told of the con- 
version of a Protestant to the Roman Cath- 
olic faith. This is done in thesimplest terms. 
It was not only through love of Catherine 
that Fred Drayton changed his religion, if 
he can be said to have had one, but through 
actual acceptance of and belief in the new 
light which had come to him. The story is 
placed in New York in the early seventies, 
but the atmosphere is forced and the con- 
versation utterly unreal. From a literary 
point of view the book is nil.

Cinnamon Rolls. 


I have an excellent recipe for quick rolls. 
I advertise that on certain days I will sell hot 
rolls. I never lack for customers, who de- 
clare they ‘are the best they ever tasted. I 
make plain cinnamon rolls or add chopped ap- 
ples, currants, or raisins, according to the or- 
der. I charge a little more when fruit its 
used. I get 12 cents a dozen for plain ein- 
namon rolls. The recipe is as follows: One 
pint of flour, one egg, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, two teaspoonfuls baking powder, two ta- 
blespoonfuls butter, two tablespoonfuls sugar, 
one-half cup milk. 7 

Mix sugar, salt, and baking powder with 
flour, sift. cut in butter, beat egg and add to 
scant half cup milk, gradually add this to the 
flour to form soft dough. Roll one-half inch 
thick; add cinnamon to two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar; brush dough with melted butter. Sprin- 
kle on sugar and cinnamon; roll; brush with 
butter; cut one inch. Stand in oiled pans; 
bake in moderate oven fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. I generally leave out the egg and use 
snowdrift or crisco instead of butter for short- 
ening, thus reducing cost. It is just as good.
